PRIEST PRAYS AT 
WRECK FOR MAN 
PINNED IN DEBRIS 


While a priest prayed and workmen 
with acetylene torches strove for hours 
to rescue two switchmen caught in a 
wreck on the Penhsylvania tracks at 
99th street early this morning one of 
the men died and the other was given 
drugs to ease his pain. The dead man 
is John Yingling, said to live at 10624 
Avenue O, and the other is O. F. Wal- 
cott, 1406 East 67th place. 

The accident occurred when a string 
of loaded freight cars on the Chicago, 
West Pullman and Southern railroad, 
a steel mills line, was backed into a 
Pennsylvania train op a siding. Ying- 
ling and Walcott were on the end car 
of a steel gondola car of the train 
being backed into the siding, which 
telescoped a wooden freight car. The 
two became so tightly wedged to- 
gether that wreckers were unable to 
pull them apart early today. 

Both men were terribly crushed. 
Walcott between sobs of agony told 
fireman he believed one of his legs 
had been cut off and the other broken. 

He said that Yingling was further 
down in the wreck and crushed to 
death. A freight car next to the steel 
car was overturned and prevented the 
wreckers from getting a locomotive, 
near the steel car to pull it way and 
liberate Walcott. Firemen with acety- 
lene torches were unable to burn a 
hole through the wreckage because the

Attorney General Adolph V. Coco a 
rected the examination of “ Big Jim’ 
Norsworthy. Hig questions were lead- 
ing and quickly brought out the facts, 
coming from an avowed former and re- 
signed member, which were so damag- 
ing to the Ku Klux Klan. In the midst 
of the testimony, after it had been 
brought out that nine members of the 
grand jury, all four jury commission- 
ers, the district attorney, and the sher- 
iff of Morehouse parish were kians- 
men during the grand jury inquiry 
into the murders of Daniel and Rich- 
ards, an inquiry which brought sim- 
ply no bills, Attorney General Coco 
suddenly stopped. 

“ Now, I don’t want to impugn these 
gentlemen,” he said, speaking of the 
grand jurymen, sherjff, and district at- 
torney. “It is certain that many high 
‘class men belong to the Ku Klux Klan, 
men who have been beguiled while the 
tenets of this organization have been 
abused by low grade members, and [ 
believe these gentlemen to be that high 
clags kind. eae 

Willing for a Kian Jury. 

“I am also gure that this investiga- 
tion has the support of the best ele 
ment of the Ku Klux Klan—I know it 
-—and I don’t hesitate to tell this court 
and these citizens assembled that I am 
willing to seleet my jury from among 
such klansmen.” 

Norsworthy told of his experience as 
a klansman; how he was made a “ cap- 
tain of the klan of Morehouse perish; 
how the klan members must obey the 
orders of “Old Skip”-—“do whatever 
happened in the cyclops’ mind.” How 
he himself was ordered by “ Old Skip ” 
to tak@ “two niggers and a white 
man” at various times to the Arkansas 
border, “ whip them within an inch of 
their lives, and tel] them never to 
come back, no more.”

kidnaped by the mob-—the old man

He testified to the kid- 
naping of Andrews from his ear,

the black hooded men, but failed to 
accomplish it.

On the question of the whereabouts 
of Watt on the night of the alleged at- 
tempt on the life of “ Bunny ”" Me- 
Koin, when two shotg were said to 
have been fired through the back of 
he doctor’s car in an attempt to as- 
sassinate him-—old “J. L.” was clear. 

“Watt was in my home all eve- 
ning,” he said. “We played poker,” 
nd he named others who were in the 
ame, including Richards. This was 
mportant inasmuch as the firing of 
he shotgun charges through the 
physician's machine has been laid at 
loor of Watt Daniel and Thomas Hich- 
irds, and it appears to have been the 
basis for their murder. 

Agein Mr. Daniel was asked whether 
he had ever received any message 
from Watt after the night of the kid- 
naping. 
Threatened by Skipwith. 

“ Never,” he answered. “I told my 
best friends when Watt didn't show up 
the next day ‘they've murdered my 
boy.’” He also testified that previous 
to the killings he had received a tele- 
phone message from Capt. Skipwith 
that ‘there were several parties he 
was going to get if he had to shont on 
sight.’ 

“You make the positive statement 
that you received such a phone mes- 
sage from Capt. Skipwith?’ demanded 
the prosecutor. 

“ Yes, sir,” replied the old man. “ And 
I was told that Walt Campbell and 
C. Whipple were two of the men he 
was going to get.” 

“On the night you were kidnapped 
and they beat you, couldn’t you recog- 
nize any of tre men who beat you and 
took Walt away?” 

“No, sir; no, sir. If I could I cer- 
tainly would tell it.” 

“You have no fear?” 

“No, sir; if I'd known any of them 
—-well, I’d have had a little person 
matter with them long ago.” ! 


Davenport a Witness. 

“Tot” Davenport repeated deta!ls 
of the kidnaping. His most valuable 
testimony was to state positively that 
Daniel and Richards were warried with 
him for a half hour in a truck by the 
hooded band, as proving premeditated 
murder of at least one of the two mien. 
He testified that when they released 
him in Collinston he was told: 

“One of these men may come back; 
the other one is going to leave here.” 

Dr. Willey testified he treated W. 
C. Andrews after the flogging. He 
testified there were abrasions on his 
body, 
“Where did they beat him?” he was 
asked. “From a spot just at the 
small of the back down about eight- 
een inches,” he replied.. 

Holloway, the section foreman, tes- 
tified to the condition of the bodies 
when they were found in Lake La 
Fourche on Dec. 21. 

“TI heard early in the morning the 
bodies were found,” he said. “So I 
drove out to the lake. I came home 
late in the afternoon and went back 
again with my wife and family. I 
wanted my wife and family to see 
those bodies.” 

‘Have you been back to the lake 
since then?” inquired the prosecutor 
mildly. 

“ Yes,” Holloway replied. “I heard 
last Sunday they were dragging up 
there for the arms and legs of the 
men. I got in the car and drove up 
there. If there were any arms or legs 
in that water I wanted my wife and 
family to see them,” 

Another Ex-Klansman Witness. 

EB. C. Andrews also testified that he 
at one time had been a member of the 
klan, but had resigned after attend- 
ing three or four meetings. He said

I went to Dr. McKoin and 
told him so,

CLEANING THE TEETH. 


bristles stiff. Some sprinkle sait 
“on the bristles. 

The first brush is short and has stiff 
bristles arranged in tufts. The brush is 
moistened with cold water. If a tooth 
powder is used some powder is placed in 
the palm of the hand and the bristles take 
it yp from there. If a paste is used it is 
placed on the bristles. 

The first step consists in placing the 
bristles against the teeth and working 
them in between the teeth and into all 
eracks in which tartar forms and food 
debris can accumulate. The bristles must 
be worked in between each two teeth on 
each side and in both upper and lower 
jaws. The.object of this is to clean out 
the spaces and cracks. 

The second step is as follows: Each 
tooth is brushed from the gums on to the 
tooth. The motion is a rolling oné. The 
| bristles press first on the gums beyond 

the tooth; then they sweep down into 
the tooth, 

Especial care in carrying out this clean- 
ing should be observed in cleaning the 
back surfaces of the lower front teeth be- 
low, and the back teeth both inside and 
outside and both upper and lower, ‘The 
object of this procedure is to clean that 
part of the tooth next the gums and to 
push the gums down on the teeth. 

A third step, of less importance, is 
brushing the upper surface of the tongue. 
For this and the next step, an ordinary, 
smoother surface brush is used. 

The fourth step consists in ordinary 
brushing with the ordinary brush, in the 
ordinary way.

THE BATPLE CREEK METHOD. 

With a small, soft stick or a small 
pledget of paper held in a holder the 
spaces between the teeth are cleaned. 
Especial care is taken to clean'the soft 
tartar from the margin of the teeth where 
they emerge from the gum. 

The next procedure is carried out with 
paper. A soft paper sheet is folded many 
times. It is held on the end of a finger 
or by a spétial holder. This paper is 
moistened and then covered with a pow- 
der. Saliva soon converts this paper into 
a puip, and the teeth are cleaned and 
polished by this paper and powder. The 
moist pulp goes into the cracks and cleans 
them out. The instructions are to con- 
tinue the polishing until the smooth teeth 
sing as the pulp vibrates them.
